That the Grande Prairie Board of 
Trade intends conducting a construc- 
tive case for the farmers of the dis- 
trict, who are complaining that wheat 
is being graded too low, was indicated 
in the very careful and comprehensive 
plan agreed to at a meeting held in 
the town hall this (Thursday) eve- 
ning. = 

The following are the members of 
the committee appointed to gather 
material to be presented to the Grain 
Board at a public meeting to be held 
in Grande Prairie on the evening of 
October 6: L. C. Porteous, chairman 
of the agricultural committee, T. W. 
Lawlor, J. B. Oliver and Joe LaBlonde, 


the latter of Buffalo Lakes. The 
chairman, Mr. Porteous, was given 
power to add to his committee, 


D. W. Patterson, president of the 
Grande Prairie Board of Trade, who 
was in ‘the chair, will conduct the 


case and call upon the various farmers 
to give evidence that their contention 
is correct, 

As this primarily is a matter of vital 
importance to farmers, all those in- 
terested are asked to give the com- 
mittee in charge of the case every 
assistance, 

Mr. Harrison, assistant grain com- 
missioner, will arrive on tomorrow's 
train, 

T. W. Lawlor will assist Mr, Pat~ 
terson in outlining the case. 

During the meeting considerable 
correspondence dealing with various 
matters was dealt with. 

On motion of J. E. Thomson, chair- 
man of the transportation committee, 
the following motion was adopted: 

“That the provincial Department of 
Public Works be asked to put on one 
gravelling outfit and that they keep 
on gravelling the worst spots on the 
Peace River ftighway and the Stur- 
geon Lake cut-off.” 

This resolution grew out of a letter 
addressed to the board by Hon. Hugh 
W. Allen, in which the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs stated that gravel- 
ling. had already commenced on this 
side of Clyde. 

It was decided to accept the offer 
of John Blue, secretary of the Edmon- 
ton Board of Trade, of 100 books re- 
cently issued by the Department of 
the Interior on the Peace River. 

A letter was read from Mr. Wiebe, 
who was here last summer looking 
over the “ld flour mill site, in which 
he statec hat it would be impossible 
for him to visit here this fall. The 
matter of the flour mill was left i 
the hands of the agricultural com- 
mittee. 

J, E. Thomson reported on the 
interview which a committee of the 
board had with Mr. E, W. Beatty, 
K.C., president of the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway, concerning the outward 
distributing rates for Grande Prairie 
and other matters. Mr. Thomson ex- 
pressed himself as believing there was

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Pasteurization of 
Milk Up to People 
Says Prevey 


W. W. Prevey, president of the 
Edmonton City Dairy and president of 
the Grande Prairie Creamery Com- 
pany, is a business visitor to Grande 
Prairie, having arrived on Tuesday's 
train. 

Asked whether or not he was here 
in the interest of pasteurizing milk— 
a widely discussed subject since the 
manager of the Grande Prairie cream- 
ery, Mr, Stilling, interviewed council 
in connection with the question—Mr, 
Purvey replied that while he himself 
believed in pasteurizing milk as 4 
safety measure in behalf of the health 
of the people, so far as Grande Prairie 
is concerned he considered it purely 4 
local matter which the people of the 
town must decide for themselves. 

“If they wish pasteurized milk,” Mr, 
Prevey remarked, “we are prepared to 
put in a plant.” 

He stated that his primary purpose 
for making the trip was to lay plans 
for the creamery here. 

In answer to a question, he stated 
that fully 80 per cent of the threshing 
bad been done in the Edmonton dis- 
trict,

Following the business of the meet- 
ing the chairman introduced W. 
Prevey, president of the Edmonton 
City Dairy and president of the 
Grande Prairie Creamery, to address 
the meeting. 

Mr. Prevey at the outset of his re- 
marks said that he was a member of 
the Edmonton Board of Trade and 
brought greetings from that body. 

He referred to the fact that his 
company operated a creamery here 
from 1916 to 1924, when they sold out 


to P. Burns. 
Following a brief survey of the 
development of the Edmonton City 


Dairy, Mr. Prevey then discussed the 
pasteurization of milk, which is a live 
issue in Grande Prairie at present. 

He explained he believed in and was 
an advocate of pasteurized milk. It 
had proven very satisfactory in Ed- 
monton, there being no complaints, 
So far as Grande Prairie was con- 
cerned, it was purely a local matter 
which the people had to decide. 

The speaker stated that the pas- 
teurizing of milk at Grande Prairie 
would advance the price over a cent 
per quart. In Edmonton, where the 
volume handled was large, the extra 
cost, was very little. 

Searlet fever, typhoid, and other 
diseases could often be traced to bad 
milk, said Mr, Prevey. 

In conclusion the speaker said that 
authorities disagreed as to the effect 
of pasteurization, but the general con- 
sensus of opinion is that it eliminates 
most of the disease germs,

THE IMPORTANCE OF MILK 


Children’s meals should be built 
around milk for it is a food which 
makes valuable contribution to the 
normal growth and health of their 
rapidly growing bodies. Milk not only 
supplies proteins of highest quality 
for muscle building, fat and sugar for 
heat and energy, vitamines for pro- 
tection, but is the most abundant 
source of calcium and one of the best 
sources of phosphorus, the two min- 
erals which form the foundation of 


| the bones and teeth. It is, therefore, 


of paramount importance that every 


| child should have sufficient milk to 


insure the development of a firm set 
of teeth and of a well constructe4 
body framework. 

Eminent authorities are agreed that 
a child requires about a quart of milk 
each day. This amount may be easily 
provided by serving milk as a bever- 
age and by using it freely in making 


| cream soups, milk puddings and other 
| nourishing dishes. Children should be 


taught to drink milk slowly and to 
take it at the end of the meal, as they 
may neglect to chew their food thor- 


oughly if they drink milk along with/ 


it, 
The majority of children like to 


drink milk, but occasionally there is} 
la child who is not fond of milk, in| 


which case the mother is confronted 


with a real problem— Patiently and/ 
|tactfully she must create a “milk! 
appetite” in the child, by preparing it} 
in appealing ways. Good results have/| 


been obtained, particularly with the 
younger children, by using simple | 
methods such as these: allow them to 
drink the milk through a straw: and/ 


chocolate, caramel or maple syrup, 
fruit juice or honey; tell them inter- 


esting stories which incidentally bring | 
out the value of milk; allow them to| 
| serve themselves--a child likes to be 
independent and enjoys using his own 
pitcher and pouring the milk into his| 
glass; paste a eolored picture on the 


bottom of the glass—the child is at- 


tracted by color and will drink the 
milk in order to see the picture which 
should be changed frequently; child- 
ren are hero-worshippers tell them 
about the athletes and other well-

THE USE OF HONEY 
IN HOME COOKING 


Honey may be used in home cooking 
as a substitute for sugar ‘or’ molasses 
with good résults, provided certain 
general rules are Closely adhered to. 
Perhaps the chief advantage of using 
honey, especially in cakes, cookies, 
pies, and such like delicacies, is that 
they will remain moist for a much 
longer time than if sugar alone is used. 
In fact, bread, cakes, and cookies in - 
which honey is used in place of sugar 
will. keep moist for long periods of 
time without any deterioration of the 
flavor, Indeed, the flavor usually im- 
proves with a reasonable length of 
storage. A direct substitution of all 
honey for sugar may be made in cases 
where the amount of sweetening ma- 
terial is small, as in muffins and 
bread. In cakes, cookies and pies, 
whtre greater sweetening is necessary, 
other things must be taken into con- 
sideration when using honey. As the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
bulletin “Honey and Some of the Ways 
it May be Used” points out, honey and 
sugar differ in their chemical compo- 
sition. Sugar is a straight sweet con- 
taining no moisture or acid, while 
honey consists of different types of | 
sugar in solution with water, and ~ 
holds a certain degree of acidity. 

The following rules are based on ex- 
perimental work that has been done 
with honey in cooked foods, and by 
observing .these general rules any re- 
cipe may be adapted to the use of 
honey. 

1. Measure honey always in liquid 
form. If it is granulated, heat over 
warm water uuatil liquid. 

2. For every cup of ~ honey used, 
reduce the liquid called for in the re- 
cipe by one-fifth. ; 

3. One cup of honey is as great in 
sweetening power as -..e cup of sugar. 

4. Use one-quarter io- one-half tea- 
spoonful of soda to each cup of honey. 

5. Increase the amount of salt by 
one-eighth to one-quarter teaspoonful. 

6. When substituting honey for 

sugar in cake, reduce the liquid of the 
recipe by one-f.fth and use half honey 
and half sugar. Fruit cake is an ex- 
ception to this rule and all honey may 
be used. 
7. In milk puddings, pie-fillings, 
and such like, add the honey with the 
thickening agent, flour, cornstarch or 
whatever it may be.

Wild Grapes Not Fruiting—Manuring 
and Propagating Currants 


1. I am informed that your farm 
has had one hundred plants of Mani- 
toba native grapes from Morden. How 
have they done? 

2. In your report of some time back 
I have taken particular interest in the 
yields of black, white and red cur- 
rants. In the old plantations of cur- 
rants do you give a good application 
of manure every year or how often? 
Is plantation protected from winds,

3. Our success with currant cut- 
tings has not been very good, We

4, Will you kindly send me a copy 
of your year report? 

Ans.: 1. The Manitoba wild grapes 
received from Morden have thus far 
failed to produce any discoverable 
fruit though blossoming. The roots 
seem hardy and some of the wood 
survives, wing out each year 
quite a new growth, which is 
allowed to trail on the ground. One 
winter some of the vines were covered 
with earth and it seemed to result in 
i little less killing than on the other 
vines, but there was no fruit in either 
case, 

2. The 1916 plantation of currants 
referred to has occasionally received 
an application of manure. For several 
years past it has had nothing but 
clean cultivation, spraying, and per- 
haps a little leaf litter blown from the 
adjacent windbreak. Our plantation 
is protected with a good shelter belt, 
which seems to be helpful, certain 
kinds such as Wilder and Fay Prolific, 
only half-hardy and scaantily produc- 
tive in early years, have recently done 
much better, ig! 

3. August striking of currant cut- 
tings is often successful, but we have 
never tried planting cuttings at this 
date, Cuttings not planted in August 
are left to ripen, as it were, on the; 
bushes, then taken in late autumn, 
eut into lengths, tied into bunches 
and buried in sand to be held in a 
cool, not excessively damp cellar, and 
planted early in the spring. 

4. No branch-farm reports as such | 
have been published since 1930, though 
they ‘are prepared as usual, Timely

Dressing and Tanning Sheep Skins 
Required: Alum, 8 pounds;  salt- 


petre, 1 pound; salt, 2 pounds; soap, 
1% pounds; 5 or 6 quarts of bran; 


soft water, 

Trim edges of pelt from flesh side, 
decrease and clean from flesh scraps 
with a blunt knife. 

If the wool is very dirty and greasy, 
soak 24 hours in bran water, one 
quart bran to 4 gallons of water, 
neither straining before nor rinsing 
after soaking. 

Melt 14% pounds alum, 1 pound salt, 
% pound saltpetre, % pound soap in 
hot water, add 2 quarts bran, then 
sufficient cold water to cover the skin 
in the well stirred solution for 24 
hours, Use soft rain water if pos- 
sible. Work and squeeze the skin 
several times, but don’t pack too 
tlehtly. Drain and squeeze out water. 

To coyer skin take fresh, cold water 
in which ™% pound of soap has been 
dissolved and 2 quarts bran added, 
Work while soaking for 12 hours, 
then rinse till water is clear, 

Disselve 1 pound alum, 1 pound 
salt, add enough cold water to cover 
skin pressed down but not packed too 
tightly for solution to penetrate, After

Now that the first frost has touched 
the grapes, they are at their best and 
should be used raw as often as pos- 
sible. Variety also may be got from 
the colors—-deep luscious purples 
dull reds-—clear greens. All are 
healthful tonie. 

Special Grape Juice 

Make grape julce for winter use, 
either with purple or green varieties, 
as follows 

One quart of grapes and one cup 
sugar. Thoroughly sterilize a quart 
sealer; fill with grapes without press- 
ing down; add sugar, shaking it 
through the grapes, Then fill the jar
